Handles Housekeeping Chores

At its regular meeting on 
June 13, the Greenbelt City 
Council dealt with a number 
of ordinances, for first or 
seccnd reading, to transfer 
funds among budget categor- 
ies, streamline purchasing 
procedures, and grant city 
employees a 1.5 percent cost 
of living increase. The coun- 
cil also heard several peti- 
tions, including one to recog- 
nize the citizen’s association 
e the Greenspring commun- 
ty: 


Ordinances 


The council passed on second 
reading a supplemental appro- 
priation in the General Fund 
Budget due to unanticipated ex- 
penses in responding to snow 
emergencies, operating the Aqu- 
atic and Fitness Center, and 
maintaining city parks. Also ap- 
proved was a transfer of addi- 
tional funds to the Public Safe- 
ty and 


1.5 percent cost of living id 
justment to all classified em- 
ployees as of July 1, 1994 and 
established a performance level 
above the maximum rates in the 
pay plan. Presented for first 
reading was a proposal to create 
an Employee Appreciation Day, 
a new holiday for each em- 
ployee. 

To streamline purchasing pro- 
cedures for the city, council 
heard a proposal to change the 
bid limit from $5,000 to $7,500. 

Another procedural change 
would require a purchase order 
for purchases in excess of $300 
rather than the current $100. 
Council Member Tom White sug- 
gested this be raised to $500. 
City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
agreed with this change and em- 
phasized that proper controls 
and record keeping exist for 
each purchase, that a purchase 
order simply requires additional 
paperwork. Another procedural 
change waives bidding proced- 
ures in favor of negotiated pur- 
chases from selected vendors.

Anthony Altieri Perez spoke on 
behalf of the Greenspring Home 
Owners Association request- 
ing official recognition for this 
group and introducing its offic- 
ers. His second petition dealt 
with the operation of the city 
parks. He suggested that city 
parks open from sunrise to sun- 
set rather than operating on 
set hours which meant individ- 
uals could be in the parks after 
dark, citing safety and manage-

ment issues for this request. 
Greenspring residents feel 
that Schrom Hills Park is over- 
used, he told the council. That 
situation causes parking prob- 
lems, traffic and speeding prob- 
lems in the Greenspring com- 
munity. Hobbs indicated that 
the city has directed additional 
resources to maintenance and 
monitoring of Schrom Hills 
Park. Council Member J Davis 
cited some problems. she had 
identified in park maintenance 
and Hobbs promised followup.

She requested that coun- 
cil again contact officials to pro- 
test the private development of 
this area. Council agreed to sup- 
port the efforts of the Friends of 
Greenbelt Park which has been 
organized to stop development.

Cop Takes Bite 
Out of Crime 


An undercover city police offic 


man foiled an armed robbery 
and nabbed two suspects, ac- 
cording to a press release issued 
by Greenbelt Police. 

Police were notified by the 
manager of a Seabrook Pizza 
Hut that they had received a 
suspicious phone call. The caller 
had asked for pizza delivery to 
the same address at which a 
pizza delivery person had been 
robbed the day before. 


Police then dispatched an un- 
dercover officer, outfitted as a 
deliveryman, to the address. 

Waiting out front, said police, 
were two suspects, one of whom 
produced a handgun and de- 
manded money. Police said that 
in response, the officer reached 
into the pizza bag. Instead of 
retrieving money, however, the 
officer produced a handgun. 


Arrested and charged with 
robbery with a deadly weapon 
were Frank Malcom Dubouis 
Campbell of 7433 Morrison Drive 
in Greenbelt, and a 15-year-old 
Greenbelt youth. Campbell was 
held on $75,000 bond, and the 
youth was released to his par- 
ents. 

The juvenile was_ similarly 
charged for two other armed 
robberies in Greenbelt of pizza 
delivery persons that occurred 
in Greenbelt on June 21 and 23. 
Police said investigation is con- 
tinuing. 

A man who identified himself 
as a driver for the Pizza Hut, 
located at 10595 Greenbelt Road, 
said, “The arrests gave us a 
great amount of relief.” He ad- 
ded that the driver who had 
been robbed was still upset about 
it. “He hasn’t worked since,” he 


said. 
He also praised Greenbelt 
Police. 
“Greenbelt acted fast and 


were willing to cooperate with 
us,” he said.

On Monday, July 4, with an abundance of _red,. white 


and blue, plenty of good. food, rousing music and vivid fire- 


works, Greenbelt residents celebrated Independence Day 
for the fifty-seventh time since Greenbelt first became a 


model community. 

Starting at eight in the morn- 
ing under threatening skies, cel- 
ebrants began staking out pic- 
nic tables in “Buddy” Attick 
Park. By early evening skies 
cleared in time for several 
thousand people to hear The 
Greenbelt Concert Band play 
from seven until dusk. Fuses on 
what many residents decribed 
as “the best fireworks ever” 
were lighted just after nine. Py- 
rotechnics and _ breath-taking 
concussions drew the right kind 
of oohs and aahs from the dense 
and happy crowd until ten. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band, 
under the direction of John Del- 
Homme, began with the “Na- 
tional Emblem” march and pro- 


August 15 is Deadline 
To Register for Primary 


County residents who are not 
registered to vote must do so by 
9 p.m. on Monday, August 15, in 
order to vote in the September 
13 Primary Election. At the time 
of registration, a citizen may 
choose to join a political party. 
Only Democratic and Republican 
parties hold primaries. There- 
fore, on September 13, citizens 
not registered with these parties 
may only vote for School Board 
candidates. The school board seat 
for District 2, which includes 
Greenbelt, will be on the ballot 
this year. The General Election 
will be held on November 8. 

According to Prince Georges 
County Board of Election Super- 
visors, “Registration is perma- 
nent as long as the voter re- 
mains a resident of the County, 
keeps his address current with 
the Supervisors of Elections, and 
does not let five years go by 
without voting.”

A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 
Weeding and watering are the main garden tasks this 
time of year. There have been a number of thunderstorms 
in the last few weeks, so for the first time in 10 years the 
summer season is starting off with a good amount of 


moisture in the ground. 


Most planting is done in the 
spring or fall. but some plants 
can be started now when there is 
relatively less work to do in the 
garden. Finding the seeds may 
be a bit difficult since many stores 
seem to operate by the notion that 
all planting is done in the spring. 
Some stores will still have seeds, 
however, in out of the way spots. 
Those of you planning to plant a 
fall vegetable garden should also 
look for seeds now since it will 
get harder and harder to find 
seeds as the season progresses. 

In the vegetable garden carrots 
and bush beans can be planted 
now. Carrots will be ready to eat 
in the fall, Bush beans can be 
planted several times to prolong 
the bean harvest, ; 


Growing Flowers 

Biennial and perenmnia] flower 
seeds can be started in early July 
Growing them now means less 
work in the spring. 

Biennials are flowers that start 
as plants one year then bloom 
the next. A handful of old-time 
garden favorites are biennials: 
foxglove, sweet william, money 
plant, and canterbury bells. I 
have found al] but the latter easy 
to grow. Starting these plants 
now is really the easiest way- to 
grow them. 

Some perennial flowers can also 
be started now. Perennials come 
back. year after year. - And since 
many favorite garden perennials 
bloom in late spring or early 
summer, starting these now 
means they will bloom: next year. 

Perennials I have grown suc- 
cessfully from seed this time of 
year include shasta daisy, painted 
daisy, maltese cross, columbine 
(old-fashioned varieties and the 
native variety), evening primrose. 





And there are many more types 
that can be tried. 

Start the seeds in good quality 
soil in pots and keep the soil 
constantly moist, Put the pots 
near the house on a deck, bench 
or picnic table so you will re- 
member to water them as needed. 
Remember that with very hot 
weather pots can dry out fast, so 
check them at least once a day. 
Conversely, several thunderstorms 
in a couple days can drown out 
seeds. So if the seeds are storm 
drenched, ¢over them if it rains 
that day or the next. Cover only 
during the rain storm, 

All in all, starting seeds now is 
easy since there’s no worry that 
the seeds are warm enough or 
that they are getting enough 
light. Just place them in sun 
Or part shade and nature takes 
care of the rest. 

The little plants should sprout 
within two or three weeks. As 
they grow, thin them out. ie. pull 
out the excess (weak) plants so 
the remaining strong plants have 
room to grow, at least an inch 
on all sides. By the end of Sep- 
tember place the little plants in 
a sheltered spot for the winter. 
Sheltered spots include: by a wall: 
om the south side of the house or 
garden; and out of the direct force 
of the north winter wind. And 
believe it or not, many will sur- 
vive the winter so that next 
spring they can be planted into 
their “permanent spots.

House Okays Pay Raise 


The House Appropriations 
Committee has approved a pay 
increase of approximately 3% 
for the federal civilian workers 
in the Baltimore-Washington re- 
gion, including every county in 
the 5th Congressional District. 
The salary compensation was 
proposed by Congressman Steny 
Hoyer (MD-5) as part of the 1995 
fiscal year Treasury, Postal Ser- 
vice, and General Government 
Appropriations bill, whose pro- 
gram jurisdictions Hoyer over- 
sees, 

“IT believe that in view of the 
tight fiscal constraints that our 
government is operating under, 
that we have accomplished our 
objective in providing pay in- 
crease for our federal workers,” 
said Hoyer. “While it is not as 
generous as I would have liked, 
it does provide them with a well- 
deserved recognition of their 
hard work. In addition, these 
raises will aid our local econo- 
mies and businesses by increas- 
ing the purchasing power of our 
federal employees.” 

The Appropriations Commit- 


tee actions includes a 2% across 
the board pay increase for all 
federal employees nationwide 
and the so called “locality pay” 


adjustment, which is intended to | 


close the pay gap between fed- 
eral and private sector employ- 
ees in those areas where non- 
federal worker salaries are high- 
er than those of their public 
sector counterparts. For the 
Baltimore-Washington metropol- 
itan area, the locality pay ad- 
justment amounts to around 
1% of additional pay, making 
the total pay increase around 
3%.

While Council has been clear 
on the reason for establishing 
this committee since the propos- 
al was placed on the April 25, 
agenda, work session on the pro- 
posal have involved’ considerable 
discussion of how the committee 


would work and who would serve 


on it. Council members were. di- 
vided on whether ACE should 
include non-Greenbelters and if 
they should be able to vote. 

Council member Judith Davis 
felt strongly that teachers: should 
be represented on the committee.

Three visitors to the work 
session felt that the committee 
should not limit itself to Green- 
belt issues or members.

versity of Maryland and an Elea- 
nor Roosevelt High School par- 
ent spoke eloquently on _ the 
theme that Greenbelt was not 
an island. 

Nevertheless after a long dis- 
cussion, Council agreed that the 
committee members would be 
Greenbelt residents. Mayor An- 
tionette Bram pointed out that 


the, Greenbelt City Council was 
responsible for Greenbelt and re- 


ported to Greenbelt. residents. 
The committee, she explained, 
“belongs to this city and the tax- 
payers of this city.” The commit- 
tee’s job would be, Council Mem- 
ber Ed Putens explained, “res 
viewing Greenbelt schools and 
what we ‘can do.” 


The individual composition of 
the committee — the talents and 
knowledge of its members — was 


extensively considered. Teachers, 


school administrators, PTSA 
representatives and students 
were viewed as desirable mem- 
bers of the committee. While 
hoping that Council received 
hundreds of applicants for the 
advisory committee, City Man- 
ager Dan Hobbs, noted, “This is 
a desirable profile, but you may 
not get it the first time out.” 

Because desirable committee 
members might be non-Green- 
belters, it as suggested that non- 
residents could be non-voting 
members of the committee. Coun- 
cil Member Thomas White felt 
that a vote would not be that 
important because everyone who 
attended a committee meeting 
would certainly. be..able»toex- 
press their opinions. After more 
discussion, it was decided that 
all committee members would be 
voting members. However, out- 
side experts and other interested 
people would be welcome to par- 
ticipate. 

The final composition of the ad- 
visory committee was settled at 
nine voting members who would 
be citizens of Greenbelt. Repre- 
sentation from the PTSA, stu- 
dents, teachers and administra- 
tors of Greenbelt schools should 
be sought. 

Council Member Rodney Rob- 
erts suggested that the Youth 
Advisory Board should be rep- 
resented on the ACE Board. 
Other members responded that 
this board would work much like 


the city’s other advisory boards. 
ACE would complement and re- 
fer reports to other boards — 
Parks and Recreation, Commun- 
ity Relations, Youth, etc. — as 
appropriate. 


Committee Activities 

The idea for an advisory com- 
mittee on education was pro- 
posed by Plogman nearly five 
years ago. The U.S. Department 
of Education and the National 
League of Cities have encour- 
aged local communities to become 
part of the educational process. 
Bowie and Rockville already have 
such committees. 


In a work session on June 7, 
Boarman noted that the Bowie 
group put on the finest school 
appreciation program he had 
seen. It included scholarships for 
deserving students. Council felt 
such activities. could certainly be 
part of the ACE program. 

These are the objectives of the 
proposed: commi 


® To keep the Bayou Council 
and community informed of all 
current and long-range Board of 
Education policies and programs 
which may affect the Greenbelt 
community. 

© To provide a Greenbelt per- 
spective and presence before the 
Prince Georges County Board 
of Education. 


© To represent City of Green- 
belt interests before the Prince 
Georges County Board of Edu- 
cation. 


® To serve as a liaison between 
the Greenbelt community and the 
Mayor and Council on matters 
of public and private school ed- 
ucation. 


© To facilitate Greenbelt com- 
munity involvement in public and 
private school education. 


@ To develop approaches for 
the recognition of student a- 
chievement and teacher excel- 
lence, PTSA activities and spe- 
cific school contributions to the 
community. 

Council envisions a committee 
which would become involved in 
many different issues when ad- 
dressing these objectives. The 
committee could conduct public 
forums; identify special educa- 
tional needs in the Greenbelt 
community; review truancy pol- 
icies, school safety issues, the 
Board of Education budget and 
issues involving. long-range fa- 
cilities planning such as_ school 
boundaries, transportation poli- 
cies, racial balances, community 
use of buildings and vacant land 
disposition.

Another new and innovative 
city program aimed at the edu- 
cational process is the School 
Resource Officer Program 
(SRO). Under this program, 
Greenbelt will provide a Green- 
belt police officer for Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School.

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Minority Business Study 


Transportation Secretary 0. 
James Lighthizer announced that 
the Department of Transporta- 
tion is taking the lead in develop- 
ing a comprehensive study of mi- 
nority and women business own- 
ers in the State of Maryland. 
The study, to be conducted by 
National Economic Research As- 
sociates, Inc., will seek to meas- 
ure the level of minority partici- 
pation in state economic oppor- 
tunities as well as the overall 
effectiveness of Maryland’s mi- 
nority business enterprise (M- 
BE) program. 


Legislation passed by the
